Claims 1, 3-12 aad 14-32 adjected under 35 U.S.C. 112. first paragraph as 
faOing to enmply with the written deacription requ^ment Applicant really 
traverses the rejection. 

The Examiner ntnts the claims contain «uhj<*t matter, which was not dumbed 
in the specification in such » way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in me Levant 
art that the inventor, at the time the ^cation was filed, had potion of the claimed 
invention. In particular, the Exa^^itis^c,^^^;^^^ 

supports the 15 to 60 ^ basis weight of the paper, as claimed as being the weight after 
impregnation. 

Applicant respect^ refers the Examiner to the Background section of the 
application. A tile is produced according to the state of the art amongst other ways, as 
follows (page 1, b„e 15). Paper impregnated wifc refii „, which is callcd * CO}mXer - m 
paper" is prepared (page 1, lines 15-17). A carrier plate is placed over the counter-pull

unpatentable over Jaisfc et al. (US 4,473,613) in view of Mbmff ct ,1. (US 3,853,5*4). 
Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection.

Further, Jaisle doe, not teach to conduct a paper through rollers which are pressed 
together and whereby t he acrylate^mng dispc^n or nature 16 being cor,rin„ou sIy 
applied to at least one of the rollers. Jaisle afco does ncrtt^u, add color pigment to the 

aorylate, 

Moroff does not remedy the deficiencies of Jaisle. Moroffis directed to the 
productionofadecorattvepaperhavuiga'-highlygio^r ^ace. (Col. 1.11. M0). 
Moroff teaches that, unfilled decorative papers are Wated" with the reain by Hipping 
thepapersmatroughofdi^emon^trix. (Col. 3. 11. Tnesutting paper u.,cd 
under the process taught by Moroffhas a weight of 200 to 720 gto 1 . (Col. 5, 1L 60-62; 
col. 6, 11. 63-67). Thus, Moroffa,*, fails to teach the production nf a paper having an 
impregnated paperweight of no greater than 60 g/m 3 .
